2. fhe Urvie¢ Kralove, Pardubice, and Chrudin Aviation Schools 


a. T12 Hradee Kralow ‘filitary Air Academy has been s-aduatine air officersup 
“xc nou in three vears (tvo vears at Hradec Kralove and one yea: at Pardubice 
vv Lighter specialization). Tho course of study has been redhieed, houever, 
#2 two years, Since 1949 strdents from the workin classes hav; seen admitted 
sven “ithout derrees. The acadeny cdniited about 160 students iu 1946, tut 
at the end of 1949 only 36 were commissioned, the others havine tien diumicsed 
for political reasons. , 
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b, The school is commanded by General Ruppel, a pilot officer whe fourht 
first in the RAF and later in the corps commanded by General Svoboda 
in the USSR. Rappel is a Commmist. Hia deruty is Col. Frantisek 
Nuxych, also a Communist. 


ce, The students, nunbering about 200, are divided into groups and squadrons . 
Each grour is composed of three squadrons. The first school squadron is 
commanded by Staff Captain Sachl, the second by Captain sosef Audrnicky, 
and the third by Staff Captain Jan Turek. 


d. In the first year instruction is given in the Zlin 281-06 treiner. There 
is a total of 40 aircraft (formerly trainces received training in Bicker 
C4"s with a Hirth enrine and G 104's with a ‘lalther Miror engine. These 
planes minberiny 20 remain at Hradec Kralev unused and will probably be 
used by flyine clubs). The second year's training is in Arado C2 trainers 
with £20 hp Argus enpiness there are 40 of these, of which 10 are grounded. 
Besides these there aro on the field 3 Siebels, 2 CAPs, and 5 Piper Cubs, 
which are used by the instructors. All these planes are kept in four han- 
gara; the fifth hangar to the north of the field belongs to the local fly- 
ine club. 


e, Tho field at Pardubice is used for the third year of the Air Acadeny for 
students specializing in fighters (at present 36 students), There are 40 
ME-109's (S=199) of which 35 are one~seators, 10 Arado C2's, 3 Zlin 222 6's, 
4 Cap, 2 Piper Cubs, and 15 to 20 Siebel 63's and C3b's. 


f, Redar experinents are being conducted: on the Chrudim field. A course for 
vedio telerrarhers 1s given here. Jt is interesting to note that the VIL, 
Military and Aeronautical Research Institute, is now conducting experiments 
an radar installations in the Siebel aircraft. The Institute is still ia 
the experimental stage. 


a. The Czech aircraft factories of Praha-Letnany have just received an order 
to manufacture 4,200 Yak planes for 1950. These factories also mke the 
spars parts for these craft, which are delivered to the USSR. The desiga~ 
ing offiees are extremely closely guarded. ‘Six MVD men have been assigned 
to guard the factory.
